Withholding Tax To 
Be Larger Each Week 


If your paycheck is smaller 
this coming week, don’t be 
alarmed, It’s only the govern- 
.ment, 

Paychecks dated May 1 or 
later will be subject to a new 
system of withholding for fe~ 
deral income taxes, 

No one’s taxes are going up. 
But millions of people are going 
to be asked to pay them sooner, 

That’s why the paycheck may 
be smaller this coming week- 
or it could be larger, 

In general, the new withhold~ 
ing system will mean fatter 
pay envelopes for single people 
earning less than $50 a week 
and ‘cr married people - with 
two children - earning less than 


f $140. if you’re earning more 
= than that, 


chances are your 
withholding is going up and your 
pay envelope will be smaller, 

Up to now, the government 
has had employers withhold fe~ 


deral income ‘taxes from pay- 
checks at a flat 14 per cent 
rate, But since some people 
belong in lower tax brackets 
and others belong in higher 
brackets, 14 per cent withhold- 
ing did a very rough job of 
paying the taxes people actual- 
ly owed, 

As a result, millions of high- 
er income people ended up the 
year with additional taxes due, 
while millions of lower income 
people had refunds coming. 

In order to remedy this, and 
to bring payroll withholding 
more in line with actual tax 
liabilities, Congress - at Pres- 
ident Johnson’s request - has 
replaced the old flat 14 per 
cent rate with six rates ranging 
from 14 to 30 per cent, Middle

and upper income people will 
be subject to these higher rates 
and will thus have more with- 
held from their pay. 

Lower income people will 
have less withheld because the 
minimum standard deduction, 
adopted by Congress in 1964, 
has now been built into the 
withholding tables,

Indications were Wednes- 
day morning that Mrs, Wallace 
had outdone Attorney General 
Flowers, who was running a 
poor second place, by a vote of 
almost three to one, 

In the race for Lieutenant 
Governor, Speaker of the House 
Albert Brewer of Decatur ap- 
peared to be a sure winner 
without a run-off in a race 
with three opponents, 

Former Attorney General 
McDonald Gallion won a run 
away race from his only oppo- 
nent, Guy Sparks in his bid for 
re-election to that office and 
Dr. Ernest Stone is the winner 
in the race for Superintendent 
of Education and U, S, Sena- 
tor John Sparkman was an easy 
winner against three opponents 
in his bid for re-election, 


‘Mrs, Mable Amos was lead- 
ing in the Secretary of State 
race but will face a run-off 
with one of her two opponents, 

Mrs, Bettye Frink and Mrs, 
Agnes Baggett will face a run- 
off with each other in the race 
for State Treasurer, 

Mrs. Melba Till Allen will 
possibly face one of her four 
opronents again on May 3ist, 

Richard Beard and Arthur 
Dees. will meet again on May 
31 in their bid for Cominis- 
sioner of Agriculture and In- 
dustries. 

The Public Service Commis- 
sion should include two familiar 
faces for the next four years 
with the wins chalked up by 
Sibyl Pool and Jack Owens, 

In the local races Sheriff 
H. D. Tillman won renomina- 
tion for a sixth term as Sheriff 
of Coffee County 


Incumbant State Senator Ray 
Lolley will face a run-off with 
L, L. Dozier for the senate 
seat from the 22nd Senatorial 
District which is composed of 
Geneva, Coffee, Pike and Bul- 
lock Counties, Lolley carried 
Coffee County by a large majo- 
rity, Dozier carried Pike Coun- 
ty by a large majority and 
Lolley had enough of a lead in 
Geneva and _ Bullock that it 
seemed for a while that Lolley 
would be renominated without a 
runoff, There was one other 
candidate in the State Senate 
race, Bill Sanford, Troy busi- 
nessman, This is the first time 
Coffee County has been in a 
district with these three coun- 
ties and the outcome of the 
primary and also the runoff is 
one that even the professional 
political guessers are unable 
to predict. 

Lolley was a strong sup- 
porter of Governor Wallace in 
the Senate, which is no handi- 
cap at this time, while Dozier 
is making his first bid for 
public office, 

Coffee County voters over- 
whelmingly supported the loyal 
Democratic members of the 
State Democratic Committee 
but the results of the entire dis- 
trict will not be known until 
Thursday or Friday.

Older people in this area 
who did not sign up for 
the voluntary doctor hill 
insurance under medicare 
before the close of the 
first enrollment period on 
March 31 have been giv- 
en a little more time, Mr. 
Harry N, Scott, social se- 
curity district manager in 
Dothan, announced recen- 
tly. 

In legislation signed by 
President Johnson last 
week, Congress has ex- 
tended until May 31 the 
deadline for enrollment by 
persons 65 or over. 

Older people who have 
not yet applied for their 
medicare benefits should 
get in touch with the near- 
est social security office 
now, Mr. Scott said. Some 
may find an added bonus, 
he noted, } 

About 370,000 people 72 
older who may never have 
worked under social secur- 
ity at all were made eli- 
gible for monthly social se-' 
curity benefits of 635 for 
a single person an@ $52.~- 
50 for a couple under a 
change in the law enacted 
last month.

Coffee County’s Largest 
Reunion Began In 1898 


The Brunson Reunion 
had its beginning in April, 
1898 at what was then Brun- 
son, Alabama which was lo- 
cated several miles north 
of Elba. It was to cele- 
brate the birthdays of the 
late Mathew Brunson, the 
pioneer Brunson to Coffee 
County and Mrs. Nancy E- 
lizabeth Brooks Brunson. 
It was started by the late 
Arthur Brunson, grandson 
of Mathew and son of Nancy 
Brooks Brunson. 

The reunion immedi- 
ately became an annual af- 
fair to be held each April 
and it was held at Brun- 
son, in the Woodland Grove 
Community until Arthur 
Brunson moved his family 
to Elba in 1919. It has been 
held in Elba each year since 
that time. A large picnic 
ground was. developed 
across the road from the 
Arthur Brunson home and 
a large swimming pool was 
built by him which is today 
owned by the city of Elba. 
This pool and nice picnic 
ground was developed for 
the purpose of the Brunson 
Reunion and for a public 
park in Elba, The reunion 
was held in this location 
until several years after 
Mr. Arthur’s death in1935. 
It was then sponsored by 
the late Will Brunson, of 
Elba, and it was moved 
from the park to the Brun- 
son Hotel site where it was 
held until his death in 1947. 
The late Ben Brunson then 
took the leadership in spon- 
soring the reunion with its 
traditional barbecue which 
was under the direction of 
the late Willie B, Hutchi- 
son and Comer Brunson, 
Several reunions were held 
at Mr. Ben’s home before 
he developed the picnic 
ground and fishpond site in 
the cedar grove behind 
the Evergreen Cemetery. 
It was held in this lo- 
cation until several years 
after Mr. Ben’s death in 
1952, 

The last fourteen Brun- 
son Reunions have been 
sponsored by Mr, Fox 
Brunson, in Elba, with the 
assistance of his sons, 
Marion and Fox, Jr. 
Several years ago Mr, Fox 
developed a family picnic 
area on his farm and they 
have been held in that lo- 
cation for a number of 
years. In all of the 68 
years of the Brunson Re-

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union, only two years have 
been rainy, the ‘64 and ’65 
reunions were held in the 
Elba High School lunch- 
room due to rain. 

The Brunson Reunion 
continues to have the tra- 
ditional barbecue under the 
direction of Mr. Comer 
Brunson, whois considered 
to be one of the very best 
experts on barbecueing in 
Coffee County. Relatives 
bring bounteous basket din- 
ners and tea in addition 
and barbecue with all of 
the trimmings. The attend- 
ance at this rainionalways 
exceeds three hundred. 
Elba is considered to be 
the ‘“‘home’’ of this family 
and this annual reunion 
brings people back home 
from throughout Alabama 
and Florida and from other 
states. It is the oldest and 
largest reunion in Coffee 
County and Mr. Foxand his 
sons hope the tradition of 
the reunion will continue 
and that the family interest 
will likewise continue that 
brings this large family to- 
gether in Elba each April.

The Postal Savings Sys- 
tem was abolished March 
27, 1966, with the signing 
of Public Law 89-377 by § 
President Lyndon B, John- 
son, 

Postmaster Cooper 
pointed out that as of April 
28, 1966, no deposits can 
be accepted and no new ace 
counts can be opened, He § 
said that interest will end 
on the anniversary date of 
each certificate, 

The Postmaster said 
that for convenience, all 
certificates held by a de- 
positor may be cashed 
at the same time and in- 
terest will be paid for each 
full month they have been 
outstanding beyond three 
months from the interest 
date, 

The Postmaster
